adds, “but the picture will 
change in a few years.” 


Cost a Bunch 


The cost of Congressional 
representation in Ay BEDE: 
ton comes high. Taxpayers 
foot the bills not only for 
the $42,500 yearly salaries 
of their U.S. Representatives 
and Senators, but also for 
staff salaries in legislative 
offices at home and in the 
Nation’s Capital. 

The Business-Industry Po- 
litical Action - Committee. 
(BIPAC) estimates about 
$180,000 is required annu- 
ally to pay the salaries of 
each Congressman and his 
staff. 

For a senator, with more 
employees on his payroll, the 
tab runs to approximately 
$390,000 yearly. Addition-

KNIT CARE 

A knit garment can shrink 
if dried too long at too high 
a temperature. And knits can 
shrink, wrinkle or fuzz if wash- 
ed in hot water with too long 
a cycle and at too high agita- 
tion and spinning speeds. Long 
tumbling in the dryer can also 
cause hard-to-remove wrink- 
les in knits. 

Always wash and dry knits 
with extreme caution. Remem- 
ber even though knits have 
“easy care” qualities, they 
must be laundered carefully. 

Wash knits in warm water 
for about six minutes at med- 
ium to low agitation. Use the 
lowest spin speed to avoid wr- 
inkles. If the machine has a 
setting for delicate fabrics or 
one specifically for knitted fab- 
rics, be sure to use this. 

Fasten hooks and close zip- 
pers on all garments to be 
washed with knits to avoid sn- 
agging. And turn knits inside 
out during laundering to fur- 
ther help inpreventing damage. 

Don't dry lightweigut syn- 
thetic fibers with heavier fab- 
rics, such as cotton, because 
the longer drying time and hot 
temperature needed for heav- 
jer articles can cause shrink- 
age in man-made fibers. 


HEALTH 

Alabama's death rate from 
cancer of the womb and cer- 
vix is one of the highest in 
the nation, despite the fact that 
it is one of the most curable 
of all cancers. 

This type of cancer can be 
detected not only before it has 
Spread, but also in its pre- 
cancerous stages. This is made 
possible by simple and painless 
laboratory tests. The most 
famous one is the Pap test, 
developed almost 30 years ago 
by Dr. George Papanicolaou. 

Since that time there has 
been a steady decrease in the 
number of women who have 
lost their lives due to cancer 
of the cervix or womb. But 
in 1972, only 20 per cent of 
the women in Alabama took ad- 
vantage of this life-saving test. 

The American Cancer So- 
ciety urges every woman 
to have a Pap test at least 
once a year.

Freezing milk does not ch- 
ange the quality, although the 
texture may change when th- 
awed. However, it is just 
as nutritious as fresh milk. 

Many stores reduce the pr- 
ice of milk on the full day-- 
the date stamped on the con- 
tainer. Milk is not spoiled 
on that day. It is simply the 
last day that the product can 
be. kept on the grocery shelf. 
If promptly refrigerated, the 
milk stays fresh for at least 


‘four more days. 


So it is a good idea to 
buy extra milk on the full 
day and put it in the freezer. 

You can store milk up to 
three months in your freezer. 


Just be sure to freeze it qu- 
ickly and keep it at a con- 
stant freezing temperature. 

Freeze milk in its own car- 
ton. Milk expands when fro- 
zen, so first remove a small 
amount from the container. 
Then re-seal with freezer tape. 

To thaw, put the milk in 
the refrigerator a day be- 
fore it is needed.

WILLIE PEARL MAGWOOD 


Thursday afternoon, March 
14th seemed a perfect time for 
interviewing Mrs. Willie Pearl 
Magwood, of Rt. 2, Elba. For 
Mrs. Magwood Thursday just 
wouldn't do. She had gone to 
University Hospital in Bir- 
mingham for a very important 
life-saving appointment. 

Mrs. Magwood is a special 
individual as she lives each 
day without either kidney. 

Willie Pearl is the wife 


of Rev. Evenuel Magwood. They. 


have nine children, seven of 
which live at home. Their 
children are Minnie Pear! 22, 
Pearlie Mae 20, MaryJoann 18, 
Evenuel, Jr. 17, Yvonne 14, 
Amanuel 12, Ethel and Emma 
11, twins, and Emanuel 10. 

Mrs. Magwood has totravel 
to Birmingham on Tuesday 
and Friday of each week for 
her dialysis treatment. The 
treatment consists of being 
connected to a dialysis machine 
via a tube which remains con- 
nected to a vein in her arm. 
The dialysis machine filters 
and’ purifies her blood. The 
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RIGINAL joe 


process takes an average of six 
hours. After the purification, 
the tube is then clamped off 
until her next treatment, It is 
very important that the clamp 
remains in place so that the 
patient doesn’t lose blood. 
Some time ago, Mrs. Mag- 
wood’s clamp came off, and 
she nearly bled to death. At 
this time, she had to be given 
two quarts of blood. 

Mrs. Magwood has to be 
given blood quite often to build 
her up. 

When she is on the dialy- 
sis machine she is in a recl- 
ining position either ina lounge 
chair or ona bed. Mrs. Mag- 
wood said that she sometimes 
experiences cramps in her feet 
when her blood is being pur- 
ified. 

Along with going to Birm- 
ingham twice a week for dia- 
lysis, Mrs. Magwood goes once 
a month for a regular check 
up at the clinic. Rather than 
making three trips the week 
she has to go to the clinic, 
they combine one of the dia- 
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lysis days and the trip to the 
clinic. She spends the night 
with Arthur Mount and his mo- 
ther. Arthur Mount, also from 
Elba, has no kidneys. He and 
his mother have moved to Bir- 
mingham. Mrs. Magwood said 
that the Mounts have a dialy- 
sis machine in their home and 
that Mrs. Mount took special 
training to learn to use the 
machine and to give Arthur 
his treatments. 

How are these trips made? 
They are made in the family 
car, at their expense. The 
round trip for gas and oil 
alone, not counting wear and 
tear on the car or meals, is 
$25. Rev. Magwood and their 
son, Evenuel, Jr., drive Mrs. 
Magwood to her treatments. 
Evenuel, Jr. drives her most of 
the time so that Rev. Magwood 
can go to his work and earn 
money to feed the family and 
meet the medical expenses. 

The Magwoods are receiv- 
ing some expense help through 
their hospital insurance} The 
only other help they receive

Mrs. Magwood’s_ kidneys 
had to be removed in October 
1973. The vperation took place 
at University Hospital in Birm- 
ingham. The cause for the re- 
moval was a longstanding kid- 
ney infection. Dr. StephenKim, 
Mrs. Magwood’s local doctor, 
Said that a sure sign of kidney. 
infection is chronic back pain. 
He said that during the day 
when a person is up and busy, 
they don’t experience any dis- 
comfort, but when they get home 
and sit or lie down and relax, 
that they do notice some dis- 
comfort, His advice is--- 
“don't ignore it. Go to the 
doctor and get a good check 
up if you have any vague dis-

Her weight has to be kept 
low and her blood pressure 
checked to keep it near nor- 
mal. Her blood pressure runs 
too high. She takes blood pre- 
ssure medicine everyday. Her 
fluid intake is limited to 12 
ounces a day. She has to keep 
a record of her fluid intake 
from one treatment to the next. 

Before going for her trea- 
tment, Mrs. Magwood said 
that she sometimes has short-
